He 
had taken the pains of speaking to Justice 
Strong personally so that he might be able to 
deny the authority of the improbable state- 
ment, that he said he had spoken with the 
supreme court on the subject. He had it from 
Justice Strong’s lips. He had no conversation 
with the justices of the supreme court about 
the bill, and knew nothing whatever of their 
opinion about it. ; 

Mr. Vest asked Mr. Blair whether Judge 
Strong had not stated to a law class in Wasle 
ington that he believed the bill unconstitu- 
tional. 

Mr. Blair replied in the negative. Judge 
Strong had told him that he made no allusicn 
whatever to the billin any leeture; but that 
when his lectare was over, one of the students 
asked him what he thought of the consiitu- 
tionality of the Blair bill, and that his reply 
was he doubted its constitutionality. 

He (Blair) had never heard any republican 
express doubt as to the constitutionality of the 
bili. Doubts had been expressed by re. uli- 
cans of its propriety, and its necessity, but 
none of its constitutionality. He held in his 
hand the memorial of the trustees of the Pea- 
body fund, in_ 1880, signed by Robert C. Win- 
throp, Mr. Waite (now chief justice of the 
supreme court) and William M. Evarts, ask- 
ing congress to grant aid to secure to the col 
ored people of the senthern states the educa- 
tion necessary to fit them for the discharge of 
their duties as citizens of the United States. 

Mr. Reagan remarked that the gentlemen 
who signed that memorial refuted all that ap- 

wopriation which they asked should be fol- 
ae into the states by congressional legisla- 
tion. 

Mr. Blair recalled to those who were arguing 
against the bill, through the newspapers, the 
exceedingly able constitutional argument made 
in the senate by the present junior justice of 
the supreme court (Lamar.) 

At 4:50 the senate proceeded to executive 
business, and at 5:20 ediounan.

Members of the House Growing Impatient 

for Them.

By Mr. Cutcheon, of Michigan, a resolution 
declaring itto be the sense of the house that 
any proposed rovision of the tariff principle 
of protection to the American industry and 
maintenance of the wages of the American 
workimen at the American standard ought to 
be distinctly recognized and firmly adhered to; 
that duties ought not to be imposed for reve- 
nue only, but for the production of those artif 
cles of which the United States has abundant 
raw material and labor to produce, ought to be 
protected sufficiently to enable American pro- 
ducers to maintain full competition in the 
American market, and that articles on the 
free list should be selected from among 

uch necessaries of life as are not produced in 
equal quantity in this country. 

By Mr. Dibble, of South Carolina, author- 
izing the condemnation of land of sites of 
public buildings; also exempting from duty 
scientific apparatus imported for the instiu- 
tious of learning. 

By Mr. Martin, of Texas, instructing the 
committee on ways and means,to report bill re- 
pealing internal revenue laws revising the 
tariff so as to abolish specific duties. The com- 
mittee on elections submitted the majority re- 
port on the Lowery-White Indiana contested 
election case deciaring the seat vacant, and 
the majority report confirming Mr. White’s 
title. Both reports were ordered printed; and 
Mr. Berry, of Mississippi, gave notice that he 
would ask action upon them on Thursday. 

The speaker pro tem laid before the house a 
letter from the public printer, in response to 
the resolution calling upon him for informa- 
tion as to discharges made by him. The pub- 
lic printer makesa statement in regard to 
these discharges, justifying and explaining 
them, defends the administration of his office, 
and emphatically demes the charges. The 
congressional work of the office is largely in 
arrears. 

The letter provoked a heated political de- 
bate, which ended by Mr. Cutcheen, of Michi- 
igan, offering a resolution for the appointment 
of a special committee to investigate the pres- 
ent administratien of the printing office. — 

Mr. Springer, Illinois, offered as a substitute 
resolution instructing the committee on print- 
ing—with the addition of two members, one 
from each side of the house—to investigate the 
administration of the printing oflice during the 
incumbency of the present public printer, and 
that of his predecessor. ; 

Mr. Reed, Maine, suggested that the in- 
vestigation of a man who is dead could hardly 
help members to get their documents quicker, 
rom he appealed to Mr. Springer not to make 
a partisan thing out of the inquiry. 

Mr. Springer denied that there was anything 
partisan in his resolution. He wanted to in- 
stitute a comparison between the work of the 
printing office under the present administra- 
tion and under that of the former public 
printer. : 

The substitute offered by Mr. Springer was 
then agreed to. 

Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, called up the bill 
making provision for agricultural experiment 
stations. The senate amendmenjs were con- 
curred in. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, introduced, 
and had referred to the ways and means com- 
mittee, the Hewitt administration tariff bill.

Who Were Run Down by Detece # 


tives in Alabama. 


THEY IMPROVED THEIR CONDITION, 


A Lively Chase After a Singular Career of 
Train Rothbery ana Work 
on the Highway. 


— 


Texarkana, Ark., January 30.- 
James Burrows, the young Alabama criminal, 
is in jail here, having been brought from 
Montgomery by Captain Welbasky. The story 
of his crimes is startling. Burrows is one of 
the robbers who, in company with others, on 
the night of the 9th of December Jast, stopped 
the north bound passenger and exnress. train 
on the St. Louis, Arkansas arid Texas rai) way 
at Genoa, a few rniles from this city, and who 
after being shadewed was finally captured 
near the city of Montgomery, Ala.,on S.in- 
day night last. The bold robber isa young 
man 28 years of age and aman of intelligent 
bearing, bold in looks, determined and shrewd. 

The particalars of bis capture, as given by 
Captain Welbasky, are as follows: About two 
weeks ago the detective force of Pinkerton be- 
gan the shadowing of the Burrows brothers, 
Knbe and James, following them from the in- 
terior of Texas to their homie at Vernon, La- 
mar county, Ala.; opening up correspondence 
with the authorities of Vernon, the home of 
the Burrows, furnished them with an accurate 
description of the men wanted. The au- 
thorities there surrounded the house in which 
their father lived, but when search was made 
it was discovered that they lad left during the 
night. However, Conductor Callahan, on rup- 
ning to Montgomery, Ala., at Brocksgap noticed 
two men boarding the train, who took seats 
near some negroes, oceupyivg a vacant seat, 
where was seated two negroes in the front end, 
also two in the rear, when they began a con- 
versation with the negroes. Their condnct 
was of such a nature as to arouse suspicion 
that they designed a robbing of his train. 
Having been previously furnished with a full 
and accurate deseription of the Burrows broth- 
ers, wanted for the train robbery at Genoa on 
the Cotton Belt road in December last he, at 
the first stopping, wired Chief of Police 
Gerard at Montgomery, Ala., to have special 
officers to meet the arrivat of his train 
at 8o’clock p.m., he not stating particulars. 
The dispatch falling into the bands of Cap- 
tain John Martin, captain of the police 
force of Montgomery, he met the train as re- 
quested. On meeting Conductor Callahan, he 
began giving astatement of particulars when it 
was discovered that the shadowed parties were 
making off in the direction of a railroad gap or 
cut. Captain Martin observing this, and be- 
fore the conductor had completed his state- 
ment, he called to his assistance Officer Magee. 
The ofiicers followed them to near the 
cut and hailing them, telling them 
that nobody was ee ggg to go 
fhrough that gap after dark. On this in- 
formation the two men turned round and in- 
quired of Captain Martin if he could direct 
them to a cheap boarding-house. The captain 
replied in the atftirmative and directed them to 
follow him. ‘This they did until they reached 
police headquarters. Arriving at this piace, 
when, reaching the door of the main entrance, 
the captain opened it, Rube Burrows asked, as 
he saw the door open, ‘What place is this?’’ 
Captain Martin, not desiring another oppertu- 


nity for further trouble, grabbed him, at the

‘Guess not,’’ said Rube, and at the same 
time himself and brother Jim broke and run. 
Captain Martin attempted to drag Rube in, 
when the spring door caught his coat-tail, 
which held him fast. Rube taking advantage 
of this circumstance made his escape, but Cap- 
tain Martin, to extricate himself from the door 
spring, jerked the back of his cogt out and 
made for flying Rube. Jim, as he ran off. fell 
over a post afew rods from the door. Officer 
Magee was so close upon his heels that he fell 
over with him, when a scuffle began, but Ma- 
gee got on top. Rube Burrows ran about 
twenty feet and stopped and drew his six- 
shooter. Captain Martin, by this time having 
extracted himself from the door, started 
again in pursuit. Rube, seeing this, started 
for a yard, jumping the fence. Martin, seeing 
that to pursue Rube was folly, went to the 
assistance of Officer Magee, and the two suc- 
ceeded in capturing Jim Burrows. Officer 
Magee, getting sight of Rube, gave chase, 
firing at him as he ran. After Rube had jump- 
ed over the fence he turned and shot at Magee 
several shots, and then broke for the bottoms 
lying behind the city. Fearing that Rube 
would reach the marshes ahead of him, and 
seeing citizen Neal Bray rear where Rube 
was running, he shoutedto him to catch the 
fleeing man. The response came: 

+ “ALL RIGHT, I'LL CATCH HIM.”’ 

He started in pursuit, and when, on getting 
within about ten feet of him, Burrows turned 
around and fired at him a fuil round of shots, 
but finding thathe had missed his mark, he 
continued to run in the direction of the 
marsh. Undaunted by the shots fired at him, 
Mr. Bray continued on his chase, and when in 
the act of grabbing Burrows, fired a shot, 
wounding Burrows, but he continued his flight 
to the marsh, getting away from Bray, and 
was not seen until the following, morning, 
when it was reported he had stolen a mule 
from a negro and had gone in the direction of 
a swamp six miles from the city. He was 
seen on the following morning by an old ne- 
gro, who reported to Captalu Martin the par- 
ticulars of meeting with him. Captain Mar- 
tin summoned a posse and started in pursuit 
to where Burrows had last been seen at ane- 
rro’s house on the edge of the swamp where 

urrows was discovered. The house 
was immediately surrounded when 
Burrows was called upon to surrender, to 
which he responded by making a bold dash for 
liberty, firing several shots. When he made 
the dash he had a pair of boots hanging on 
his arm, and was barefooted and hatless. Find- 
ing he was again about to get away, Captain 
Martin ordered his men to fire on him, which 
they did by discharging their guns at him, 
which had been loaded with small bird shot. 
This was done to capture him, if possible, 
alive. He was hit, as believed, by a number 
of shot, but they being so small ag to noteven 
cripple him, he made another successful es- 
cape, but was trailed by blood drops until he 
had gone far into the swamp. Night over- 
taking the posse, rendering further pursuit im- 
possible, they returned to Montgomery. 

The next intelligence from the wounded rob- 
ber was brough to } Pontnosnery by a negro who 
lived about fifteen miles distant, who came 
after a doctor to attend a wounded man. On 
investigation the negro deseribed Burrows, 
and stated he was ata negro cabin on acotton 
plantation. Captain Martin again summoned 
a posse of men and wentto the point desig- 
nated by the negro informant. On their arri- 
val they found their man had been there, but 
after securing food from the little girls, had 
left, going in the direction of what is known as 
Cat-tail swamp. The posse followed him to 
the swamp, but Speing thes it would be impos- 
sible to catch him without the aid of dogs, 
Captain Martin dispatched a mesenger 
tothe superintendent.of the ss at 
Wennemrita. The bloodhounds belonging to 
the penitentiary were at once sent forward 
by a posse of men, who on their ar- 
rival atthe swamp relieved Captain Martin 
and The dogs were at once put on 
trail and when last heard from were still in 
pursuit, and it is believed now by the Pinker-

fires that has occurred in this city for many 


months broke out in the store of Henry Rogers 
& Ge,, 549 Broadway. early this morning. It 
extended and destroyed five adjoining stores. 
Three sixes were sounded, and all engines be- 
low Forty-second street responded. The prop- 
erty occupies the west side of Broadway, be- 
tween Prince and Spring streets, and extends 
throwgh to Mercer street. The loss cannot be 
estimated at present. No. 549, where the fire 
originated, was a five-story iron front double 
building. The first floor was occupied by 
Honry Rogers & Co., dealersin fancy goods; 
the second floor by Weed, Nelson & Co., fancy 
trimmings ; the third floor by C. A. Yost, sum- 
merclothing, and the fourth floor by Macolin- 
er @& Co., boys’ clothing. No. 545, 
first floor occupied by Robertson & 
Kattiman, dealers in trimmings; second 
floor, Stein, Falk & Co., boys clothing; fourth 
floor by M. Kalmper, manufacturers of 
waists. No. 547 is a five story brick building, 
iron front, and the first floor was occupied by 
Ff, Bianchi & Co., importers of flowers. 
No, 653, the walls of which have just fallen 
in, Was occupied on the first tloory by Louis 
Meier, importers of millinery trimmings; 
nd floor by Jerkowski & Crust, importers 
of gioth and the rest of the building by Mitch- 
el} & Ricard, clothing. No. 555 is a tive story

Isaae & Bros., dealers in Japanese goods; the 
sseond and third floors by Samuel Lowen- 
sieain, dealers in neckwear, and the fourth 
floor by Shwab & Son, importers of fancy 
oods.

The basement and first floor of 561 and 563, 
double iron front, was occupied by Stiner, 
Kahn & Co., novelties and Swiss carvings. 
Smoke and water ruined their heavy stock, 
worth seventy-five thousand dollars and in- 
sured. Gotthold & Co., hat and bonnet fra- 
mers, T.S. Barber & Son, straw goods, and 
the Holland manufacturing company, spool 
silks, whose factory is in Willimantic, Conn., 
also suffered heavily, asdid J. R. Leesner & 
Co., importers of linen threads; Jerkowski & 
Caust of No. 553, lose fifty thousand dollars, 
with no insurance. 

The flames spread with astonishing rapidity, 
after once breaking out and several! accidents 
occurred. About 5:40 o'clock, President Pur- 
roy, of the fire commissioners and several fire- 
men were standing on the roof of 549 and 551, 
when the walls were felt to tremble. An or- 
der to retreat was given and all rushed for No. 
553. Even so, several of the men were bruised 
by the falling brick of the walls. Mike Kkel- 
ley, assistant foreman of hook and ladder com- 
pany No. 8, fell and received a bad scalp 
wound, as well as dislocating his arm. Fire- 
man Sheridan. of engine 9, Jumped from the 
burning roof of 549 to 547 and parts of the wall 
of the latter tumbled on him. Two 
of his men pulled him from the 
debris, under which he had fallen. He was 
taken to a hospital with a badly injured chest 
and some broken ribs. He may die. Fireman 
Henry of engine 7 was hurt on the head and 
shoulders, but persisted in working juntil order- 
edhome. The walls of 549 and 551 fell at 5:45 
and the ruins covered Broadway.. Travel was 
stopped for several blocks. 

The stock in the eight buildings was totally 
destroyed. In other bnildings, facing on 
Spging, Prince and Mercer streets, there is 
damage by smoke and water. The buildings 
on the east side of Broadway are also some- 
what injured by smoke and flying bricks. 

Fireman Riley died at noon from his injur- 
ies. But little can be learned of individual 
losses. Veit & Sons estimate their loss at $300,- 
000, with $150,000 insurance. The stock of 
Malcomer & Co. and Charles A. Yost & Co. 
was entirely destroyed. 

The buildings destroyed were valued at 
$500,000 and on these the insurance is compar- 
atively small. Damage to stock is now esti- 
mated at $1,000,000. Insurance will foot up 
quite that amount and 1s distributed among 
nearly all domestic and foreign insurance com- 
panies doing business in the city. 

Insurance men now estimate the loss at $1,- 


),000. 

The following estimates of losses is believed 
to be as accurate as can now be arrived at:

$200,000; Henry Rogers, fancy goods,

The first shot struck Blakely on the lower lip, 
knocking out two of his front teeth and lodg- 
ing in the back part of the head. Blakely 
then drew a reyolver and returned the fire 
without effect. The father of the girl, who 
had been watching the affray, at this juncture 
drew a revolver and began shooting at 
Blakely. The latter turned from the son to 
the old man aud firing, wounded him in the 
shoulder. This left Blakely at the mercy of 
the younger Estes, who stepped up close and 
sent a bullet through the former’s heart.

Blakely belonged to one of the best families 
of this county, and was above reproach in 
every way.

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THE CONVICT SCANDAL 


Which Engages the Attention of 
Chatham County. 


A VERY STRANGE STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


The Chiet Guard a Loafing Drunkard, and 
the Others Kather Mised-—The 
Commissioners’ Quarrel. 


Savanwan, Ga., January .—[Special.}— 
The county temple of justice jooked this 
morning as if Croesus had come to court. It 
was surrounded with over a hundred wit- 
nesses surmmoned to testify tothe management 
of the county convicts. The five commission- 
ers, KR. PD. Walker, Dr. W. 8. Lawton, ©. C. 
Casey, J. H. Estill and Charles§H. Dorsett, 
were all prevent. The inquiry was held in 
the narrow coufines of the office of the clerk 
of the city court. 

Preceding this investigation has been a 
warin newspaper discussion between Estill 
and Dorsett on the one side, and the remain- 
ing commissioners on the other. The first 
two assert that Walker and Casey opposed an 
open investigation. Walker and Casey, with 
Lawton, chairman, constituting the cham gang 
committee, Estill and Dorsett were formerly 
on this committee, but some dispute arising of 
a rather unimportant character upon the sub- 
ject of the convicts, Colonel Walker, chair- 
man of the commissioners, substituted’ him- 
self and Casey. Since then no good feeling 
has prevailed in the small body of the county's 
gO ernors. 

Some weeks azo, a guard, Brady, beat upa 
convict terribly, and things got se warm for 
him thathe returned to South Carolina. To- 
day many witnesses testitied to the conduct of 
the chie!t convict guard, named Schumann. 
Mr. DuBignon asked Wheelock what he knew 
about the ponishiment of Charles Houston, a 
eonvict who escaped, and who, when brought 
back, was tied to a wheelbarrow and ron down 
a line of prisoners, who struck him as he 
passed, rhe witness replied thot nothing oc- 
eurred at his camp, and he knew nothing o1 it.

Hesser replied 
that Houston was run dewn a line with a 
wheelbarrow, but got off laughing. 

Mr. DuBignon reinarked that he saw sears 
on Houston's back. Hesser said that Hous 
ton had themfat least eight years. — 

Mr. E. J. Thomas, the county engineer, was 
next sworn. His testimony was favorable to 
Schaumann. The chief has not been paying as 
much attention to his work of Jate as the 
work should have. Mr. Thomas considered 
bim a competent chief. When Sehumann 
gets drunk he is too lenient. According to re- 
port, about Christmas Schumann got drank 
and raised «a disturbance at Mr. Dilter’s store, 
on the Waters road.

THE PIEDMONT MILES 
To Fe Enlarged by the Frection of Another 
iuilding. 

GneENvILue, 8S. C., January 30.—j Special. | 
It has been rumored here for some time that 
the “iiedmont -Manuafacturipg company” 
would be verv much enlarged, but nothing

consumption of cotton per vear will be between 

18.0 and 20,000 bales, according to the kind 
of ccods made.

The imports into continental ports have 
been 50,000 bales. There is a decrease in 
the cotton in sigfft of 234,862 bales as com- 
pared withthe same date of 1887, a de- 
crease Of 51,710 bales as compared with the 
corresponding date of 1886, and a decrease 
of 40,887 bales as compared with 1885,

LETTER FROM EX-GOV. BULLOCK. 


He Combats an Editorial inthe Press and 
Suggests a Policy. 
From the New York Press. 

Ex-Governor Bullock r’rites as follows t» 
the New York Press: In a recent issue of your 
dailypaper you editorially commend the communiea- 
tion of a correspondent signing himscif ‘‘Repubii- 
can,’ who urges thatthe party commit itself to re- 
newed interferencein our affairs fInder the pretense 
that ihe vote of the routbern tcolored man is sup- 
pressed. And jI ask space in your columns as 
another *‘Republican’’ to beg that the party will 
not commit itsef to any such illogical measure. 

Be pleased toremember, Mr. Editor, that the party 
some years ago offered to us in the south the option 
of accepting the enfranchisement of our former 
slaves or submitting to continued military govern- 
ment. The great mass of our white people believed 
that such acceptance wouid result in negro suprem- 
acy and social equality forthe blacks. Under the 
lead of President Jolson and otber skillfu) politi- 
cians this mistaken belief was magnified, and hine- 
tenths of our white people refused toacceot the 
terms prop sed. The other tenth who did not fear 
the supposed danger of social efforts led 
the way toan acceptance of the terms proposed, 
and established the forms of civil government un- 
der the reconsiruction acts of congress. This was 
done by us, not because we believed the: plan of 
congress a Wire one, but because its acceptance was 
necessary to reLeve our section from the paralysis 
of military supremacy. 

I repeat this bitef ancient history for our mutual 
edification. Now, it was reasonable to suppose that 
under these circumstances we of the white imi- 
nority would need the sustaining arin of the pro- 
genitorof this system of civil government until 
time and experience could calm the fears and 
prejudices of the white majority. Leading repub- 
licans in the south and in the north saw this need 
of protection, and asked for it. The refusal of a 
republican congress to grant this protection vou 
have editorially referred to as ‘‘truckling cowardice 
of leading republicans.’’ You have also editorially 
said that asa result of that ‘“‘cowardice”’ all “hope 
of proteetion to southern voters by tte government 
which forced suffrage upon them departed.” 

lam nt prepared to deny either the force or the 
truth of your statement, for when the party's re- 
fusal to sustain the logical results of its own policy 
was emphasized by a republican congress beating 
opposition members from congressional districts 
having large black majorities, and ignoring both 
the republican contestants and the circumstances 
which made the contest necessary, those of us who 
were not desirous of seeking and holding office by 
federal appointment abandoned the reconstruction 
scheme, and the opposition very properly took 
charge of it, and are now reaping the political ad- 
vantages derived from it. : 

If this refusal ofa republican congress to protect 
its own policy was not enough to justify your opin- 
ion of it, so tersely expressed as ‘‘trucklinz coward- 
ice,’ the formal abandonment of South Carolina 
and Louisiana, after counting them to elect Mr.

Understand me, Mr. Editor, I am not now com- 
plaining of this ‘cowardice,’ which was in effect a 
complete abandonment by the republi -an party of 
its reconstruciion scheme. This abandoument dis. 
armed the prejudices which inflamed the minds and 
clouded the judgment of our white people and 
worked no harm to our colored people. But to be- 

in over again now and stir up all this race preju- 

ice would result in placing the negro at serious 
disadvantage, and would not give you the partisan 
majority in congress which you seek. Let me urge 
upon you ww  ~olfer and ~press issues of 

ractical interest, abolition of federal ip- 

rnal  iaxation, protection to Ameri- 
can labor and liberal appropriations for our com- 
merce, rivers, harbors and public buildings, and we 
will send you congressmen who will stand with vou 
on all economic questions promotive of the welfare— 
not of the north or of the south, but of the United 
States of America. These are questions upon which 
‘we can divide among ourselves, and upon whieh 
the colored man will vote according to what he econ- 
siders to be of his own interest as a man earning 
his own living. That vote will surely be east with. 
out duress and will be counted ascast. The result 
of republican “cowardice” has been an increased 
opposition representation in congress from the 
south. Do not let this alarm you, for when the 
question at issue is the protection of American labor 
in the mines, in the factory and on the farm our 
‘brother in black’ will hold the balance of power 
in every southern congressional! district.

The Breaking of an lee Blockade with Dvyna- 
mite Causes Considerable Commotion. 
Boston, January 30.—A_ special dispatch 
from Providence, Kh. I., says that the cities of 
sristol, Warren, East Greenwich, Fall River 
and other bay side towns were badly shaken 
up last night by a dynamite explosion in New- 
one harbor. In many places the shock resem- 
led an earthyuakeand reports fiom various 
points today speak of it as a genuine earth- 
quake, the cause not being generally known 
No other cause for the shock was known here 
until today, when it was learned in Newport 
harbor.

WHAT A PISTOL SHOT CAUSED. 


Mag Wilson’s House Raided and an Eleven-

‘*But,’’ remarked the child, ‘I haven’t been 
here long, and I don’t want to stay. I want 
to go away from here. Oh, please take me,”’ 
and the child began weeping bitterly. 

‘*Hlow long have you been here?’’ asked one 
of the officers. 

‘‘A few months only. I have a brother who 
is a preacher in Tennessee, and I want to go to 
him, but Sister Maggie won’t let me go. I 
have written him a letter, thoughgasking him 
to come for me.’’ 

The ofticers were powerless to @o anything 
for the child, but promised to report the mat- 
terto Chief Connolly. They then left the 
house to make an investigation of the shooting 
affray. In a short while thev succeeded in 
finding Dudley, and later in the day secured 
Hanford. Then the officers ascertained that 
Dudley was in the house with the women 
when Hanford called. Hanford walked into 
the house without an invitation, and as he did 
so Dudley arose with a knife in his hand, say- 
ing:

Detective Cason was instructed to search 
for the child and in a short time 
found her with a gentleman who introduced 
himself as the child’s brother. The child recog- 
nized him as her brother, and from 
the gentleman the detective ascertain- 
ed that he had _ received her letter 
and came to Atlanta for her, reaching thé 
place justin time. The gentleman showed up 
all right and promising to take the child home 
with him and adopt her, was not interfered with 
by the chief. The little girl told a pitiable 
story as to her treatment by Mag Wilson, but 
the woman denies all the child said.
